Phonics and the Improvement English Speech 


Wallie Touve, Centralia, 


OME one has said, all people who lay claim 

literature and the fine arts, Americans 

are the most slovenly and careless our speech 

habits. Clear and correct speech habits are 

asset and acquire these habits must begin 

their formation early youth, for after adolescence 
speech habits are rarely plastic.”’ 

The home largely responsible for correct 
foundation, though influence from outside offsets 
home training that even here hard gain 
strong foothold.

The value phonetic work not 
merely its use aid learning read. has 
more important purpose, namely, that teaching 
children control their voices and form correct 
speech habits. 

Our aim, then, during these early weeks should 
work for purity tone, which depends upon 
the power breathe correctly, control the tongue, 
jaw, lips, teeth, etc., and hear and imitate pure 
sounds. 

Children are instinctively alive play and 
through play that must gain and hold their atten- 
tion this work.

The Conditions Ungraded Room

Froebelian principles freedom educa- 
tion and close study child life have spread 
far beyond their originator’s dreams, and have per- 
meated all primary teaching. underlying prin- 
ciples Froebel’s teachings have specially large 
place the work with exceptional children. Such 
children not fit into the prepared molds any 
grade. Each child must studied, developed 
one way and repressed another, until finally 
shaped fit into his own sphere life’s activities. 
The conditions described this article are those 
the ungraded room the training school the 
State Normal College Dillon, Montana. This 
school located town two thousand five hun- 
dred cattle and sheep raising re- 
gion, valley the Rocky Mountains. The 
normal training school and city public grade schools 
are combined one. Other than there being 
unusual number children moving into the town, 
who are below grade, because having lived 
ranches located long distances from schools, there 
ordinary percentage retarded and otherwise 
exceptional children. 

Extreme care has always been taken that 
sting reproach connected with this department. 
Parents consider privilege for their children 
enrolled room where individual training 
given. The cheeriest rooms the building are given 
the ungraded department and suitable equipment 
never denied. 

The primary ungraded room draws children from 
the first four grades, which consist nine rooms 
about two hundred and seventy-five children. The 
enrollment any one time limited fifteen chil- 
dren. Half this group made children who 
will need least full year special attention, 


while the others are those who, with individual care, 
can quickly resume activities regular class.

Because these changes, the ungraded 
enrollment for one year numbered sixty-five. 
avoid difficulties with reports, names are not trans- 
ferred from one register another until child 
placed another regular room. The ungraded 
teacher reports attendance and other data the 
teacher with whom the child registered the end 
each week. 

impossible for one teacher have fifteen 
distinct classes, effort made select children who 
will fit into three four general groups. The group 
classification constantly changing children de- 
velop different ways and different rates. 
one group broken another different type 
formed. 

Half the children eligible this room are sub- 
normals who have been tried grade and proved 
The other half varied, and composed 
misfits. this group are children who are able 
progress faster than the regular grade, but who 
are not sufficiently advanced enter the one next 
higher. Given the advantage individual atten- 
tion, these children not need waste time loiter- 
ing over. too easy lessons, they are not pushed be- 
yond their. ability, nor are they forced skip work 
which they should have for natural development. 
These children usually need help only part 
their subjects.

usually willing work hard for its attainment. 
the child does not his best, discovered 
that cannot easily promoted, put back 
and another from the waiting list given his oppor- 
tunity.

The small 
group, and conversation familiar topics, soon 
dispel fear attempting the strange tongue. 

The atmosphere the room much like that 
the modern kindergarten—a busy workshop; 
place where one can grow discovering things for 
himself; asking questions teacher who has 
time answer them; doing the things which 
one wants very much do, although some past 
time the same work may have been most disagree- 
able. truth kindergarten—the place 
where children grow.”’
